‘It is ordered that there be collected by the tax 
collector of said county, or his successors in office, 
the following tax for county purposes, for the year 
1584, to-wit: “Eighteen cents for the expenses of the 
chaingang and for roads, bridges, etc; two cents 
for public buildings; four cents for the expenses 
of the superior court; two and one-half cents for 
the expenses of the city court; three cents for the 
fees of the jailor and all other expenses of the jail; 
one-half of one cent for feesof coroner and county 
physician; one and one-half cents for fees of offi- 
cers, commissions of tax collector and_receiver, 
and ‘salaries of commissioners and their clerk ; two 
and one-half cents for the support of the alms- 
house and for paupers; four cents for the pay ment 
of the courthouse bonds with interest thereon 
which falls due during the year; and two cents for 
any other lawful charge against the county, mak- 
ing a total of forty cents on the one hui idred dol- 
lars, which is hereby levied for the year 1834.’’
